As of possible Interest to you, there is set out hereinafter infor- 
mation concerning two cablegrams, one from the Swiss Legation, Washington, D, C,, 
to the Swiss Minister in Lisbon, Portugal; and one from the Swiss Minister in 
Lisbon to the Swiss Legation in Washington, D, C» This information came to the 
attention of tnis Bureau from a confidential and reliable source. 


On August 2d, 1942, the Swiss Legation Informed the Sales Minister in 
Lisbon that in the courier sack being taken to Portugal by the Swiss courier, 
Watteville, there is an envelope addressed to watteville which the Legation 
accepted and placed in the pouoh in the belief that it was an official document 
of the Red Cross. (Watteville is a representative of the International Red 
Cross). The wire continues that police inquiry was made concerning Watteville 
before his departure and he admitted that there were letters in his diplomatic 
pouoh for individuals in Europe which he had received from third parties in 
this country, which letters had noting to do with Legation or Red Cross matters. 


The Swiss Legation in Washington stated in this wire that if this is 
true, it is a serious abuse of confidence and it was requested that the Swies 
Minister in Lisbon seise such letters and send them baok to Washington with a 
courier by the name of Roth, Only through the transmittal of such letters to the 
Swiss Legation, it was said, can serious reactions against the courier, the 
Legation and the Red Cross be averted. It was also requested that the Minister 
in Lisbon attempt to peruse any private letters that Watteville might be carrying 
s ia the Consular pouoh. The cablegram concluded the FBI was informed in advance 
. of'-Jitteville' s attempt to oarry letters for third parties which involved important 
.documents disoussed in Washington, 


By cablegram d^ted September 3, 1942, the Swiss Minister in Lisbon 
advised the Swiss Legatioh.>|wJBfaihlngton regarding its message (referred to above)
